“If she (Faddis) 
hadn't snatched Elien out of 
the car, we would have been, 
gone and Joe would still be 
alive.” 

Police said that in addition to 
Faddis and Cook, the car also 
hit Mra. Cook and ran over the 
foot of Faddis’ eight-year-old 
son, Jermaine. 

So far, no charges have been 
made and facts will be pres- 
ented to the Grand Jury.

The basic list of irons 
tretches to nine. Historically, 
hey were called the driving 
ron; Mid-iron, mid-mashie, 
nashie-iron, mashie-niblic, 
jpade-mashie, spade mashie- 
viblick and niblick. This

mong clubmakers. Today, 
fou can ignore the names, they

The four iron or mashie iron 
is the final break between the 
long irons and the middle 
irons. \ts precise use is difficult 
to describe to a beginner. 
There will be a number of 
occasions when the three iron 
will be too much club for the 
shot at hand and the five iron 
not enough. Golf is inarguably 
a@ game of strategy. But itis a 
highly instinctive one, too. 
After some experience you will 
know when a shot calls for a 
four iron instead of a three or a 
five.
